Claims 15-27 are presented for examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



3. Claims 15-27 are allowed. 

The present invention comprises a method for designing characters based on the 
target audience to reflect their demographics. 

Cheng (6,329,986) discloses creating avatars that represent the people and the 
characteristics of the avatar represent the people. 

Article titled "The Use of Created Versus Celebrity Spokespersons in 
Advertisements" by Tom Gail discloses using celebrities or imaginary people whose 
public persona matches the characteristic of the advertised product. 

Anmelder (WO 01/13361 A1) discloses comparing the difference between a 
characteristic vector and several comparative vectors. 

The references alone or in combination fail to teach "representing attributes in 
consumer vectors, one vector per person; each vector describing attributes of 
the respective consumer; for selecting vectors generating by a computer an 
animated anthropomorphic idol for each ". This patentable distinction is included in 
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Art Unit: 3622 

independent claims 15, 20and 27.
